Before going to Kansas City from 
his home in Jefferson City to make 
his confession, Purteet sent his wife 
and two children to St. Louis. He 
said they would reside with his 
brother, Bryan Purteet, former As- 
sistant United Attorney. 

Milligan and most of his staff 
are acquaintances of Purteet and 
greeted him cordially today, assum- 
ing that he had come on some legal 
business or was making a social 
call. Purteet startled Milligan when 
he said, “Well, Maurice, Ive em- 
bezzled $15,000.” 

After. the warrant had been 
issued, Purteet related to the 
Post-Dispatch. correspondent that 
he began taking money from the 
veteran’s estate shortly after he re- 
signed as Assistant Aftorney-Gen- 
eral, late in 1932.

A recommendation for use ot 
Clayton road, between . Skinker 
boulevard and Warson road, as 
part of the new superhighway for 
submitted by 
the County Court, or ad ministra- 
tive body, of St. Louis County, will 
de before the State Highway Com- 
mission at a public hearing at Jef - 
ferson City at 3 p. m. tomorrow. 

The commission has proposed 
widening Clayton road from 60 to 
100 feet or cutting a new road, 
200 feet wide, south of Clayton 
road, through a residential section, 
from Warson road to North and 
South road. Use of this alternative 
southern route was opposed by 
thé County Court because of ob- 
jectionable effect on the neigh- 
borhood. 

Views of the eourt were com- 
municated in a letter yesterday to 
Robert B. Brooks, St. Louis .mem- 
ber of the State Highway Commis- | 
sion and former Director of Streets 
and Sewers for the city. 

- Court’s Letter to Brooks. 

“Due to the many objections to 
the proposed (southern) location of 
route 40 east of Wareon road,” the 
court wrote, “we have made (Fri- 
day) a personal investigation, and 
we feel that Clayton road, from 
Warson road eastwardly, should be 


designated as route 40, instead of 


taking the new proposed 
south of Clayton road. 

“We have made this decision aft- 
er making a thorough investiga- 
tion and determining in our minds 
the cost of the proposed road, also 
the damage done should the new 
route be taken. 

“Clayton road is a semi-commert- 
cial district now between Warson 
road and the city limits of St. 
Louis, and we feel this could be 
widened by approximately 10 feet 
on each side, making a 60-foot road, 
which is even wider than that por- 
tion of the highway through For- 
est Park and Clayton road east of 
North and South road. 

“There will be very few buildings 
effected in this widening, whereas 
the proposed (southern) route 
would largely commercialize what 
is now a highly restricted residen- 

i incorporated territory. It is 
our belief that truck traffic will 
have to be diverted either at Lind- 
bergh boulevard or some point west, 
because Clayton road now gets at 
the intersection of Skinker more 
traffic than any other road out of 
St. Louis.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 10. 
— New Hampshire's Republican 
Senator, H. Styles Bridges, assert- 
ed here tonight that President 
Roosevelt wants a “subservient” 
Supreme Court. 


„He wants the power to appoint 
Justices who will decide favorably 
for his policies of social and eco- 
nomic reform,” the 39-year-old Sen- 
ator told the Indiana Republican 
Editorial Association. 

Senator Bridges called the Su- 
preme Court “the balance wheel of 
our Government.” 

The Senator sounded a call for 
the Republican party to “formulate 
a constructive, forward-looking pro- 
gram based on sound principles of 
economics and finance and present 
that program to tie people as a 
Republican party prospectus.” 
He declared the Republican party 
can not be assigned to a “political 
grave,” pointing out it polled 17,- 
000,000 votes at the last presidential 
election. 

“Those 17,000,000 people represent 
nearly 40 per cent of the popular 
vote at the last election,” he said. 
“Such evidence assures me that the 
Republican party is alive, vibrant 
and potent.” 

Senator Bridges said there has 
been no evidence that members of 
the Supreme Court are “too old and 
feeble” to keep up with their work 
or that the court docket is 
crowded. 

“I. submit that the President’s 
plan to bend the Supreme Court to 
his desires is in direct contradic- 
tion of his delegated powers,” he 
said. 

“It is obviously contrary to the 
spirit of the Constitution and, if 
enacted, will undermine the very

The President charged that the 
process of judicial interpretation 
made and unmade, amended and re- 
amended the very Constitution it- 
self. 

And of how that charge has been 
corroborated. 

Only a few days ago, in a burst 
of “shotgun liberalism” the Supreme 
Court by a five-to-four decision -in 
the Washington State minimum 
Wage case amended the Constitu- 
tion to give working women the 
benefit of. minimum wage protec- 
tion of which two other five-to-four 
decisions—one 14 years old, one only 
10 months old—now turn out .to 
have robbed them. 

This amendment by judicial de- 
cision was just as real as if it had 
been formally adopted by Congress 
and 36 State legislatures. As the 
Attorney-General commented “the 
Constitution on Monday, March 29, 
1937, does not mean the same thing

‘What Old Man Says. 
What has always been clear to 
those who have lived in national 
affairs is now clear to every Amer- 
ican citizén—that the Constitution 
is not even what the Justices say 
it is.

the American people are committed 
to pay $20,000 a year for life—stat- 
ed bluntly and finally that re A are 
willing to learn nothing to forget 

nothing—that changing economic 
conditions mean nothing to their 
well-insulated legal minds — that 
they do not take into consideration 
the fact that other men have differ- 
ent opinions in appraising the in- 
fallibility of their own—that self- 
restraint is a matter of will and 
that there is no obligation upon any 
Justice of the Supreme Court to 
exercise any self-restraint in pass- 
ing upon a question submitted to 
the court. 

In other words, four judges whose 
averages 74% years have served 
notice on the nation that they are 
on a sit-down strike and will not 
help the people of the United 
States work out their modern prob- 
lems. 

Read that opinion for yourselves 
and see the judicial open-minded- 
ness, the judicial spirit of helpful- 
ness, for which the American peo- 
‘ple are paying $80,000 a year.

Abraham Lincoln once said that 
you couldn't indict a whole people.

But if the be-all ane the end-all 
of American life is good sports- 
manship how good sportsmen are 
the Justices of the Supreme Court? 

Judges and Income Tax, 
Let me read you the sixteenth 
amendment to the Constitution: 
“Congress shall have the ‘power 
to lay and collett 4axes on incomes, 
from whatever source derived, with- 
out apportionment among the sev- 
eral states and without regard to 
any census of enumeration.” 

Now this language seems to be 
perfectly simple and clear. The 
people intended to, and did, give 

to the Congress the right to assess 
com upon incomes * of 
their source. 5 
But the Justices of the ‘Supreme 
Court, in 1920, passed judgment on 
their own case and solemnly 

amended the sixteenth amendment 
to provide that the salaries of Fed- 
eral judges were not subject to 
Federal meome tax. 
Mr. Justice Holmes and Mr. Jus- 
tice Brandeis dissented. But Mr. 
Justice McReynolds and Mr. Jus- 
tice Van Devanter concurred. =, 
The highest attribute of despotic 
power is that of immunity from 
taxation. The subjects pay and the 
sovereign enjoys. 

Some Who Pay Taxes.

States pays income taxes. Senators

No substitute has even been pro- 
posed which would not wrack this 
country for months or years on end 
with a bitter political controversy 
and open no one knows what Pan- 
dora’s box of new troubles.

Fears About Liberties. .

They 
say not. Of anything else that 
may happen here and now to you 
and me? They say not. 

The only bogey they have been 
able to raise are formless fears of 
precedents, of future. opportunities 
for possible future dictators, of fu- 
ture loss of civil and religious lib 
erties, 

Let us look this issue squarely in 
the eye. 

IT am and have always been deep- 
ly concerned about personal liberty 
and freedom of worship. Nor have 
I merely: given lip service to these 
ideals.

General Motors Still on 
Docket Because of 


Judge’s Ruling. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., April 10.—Two 


| more evidences of recent labor dif- 


ficulties in the automobile indus- 
try disappeared today. The 33-day 
possession’ of plants of the Hudson 
Motor Car Co. by striking mem- 
bers of the United Automobile 
Workers of America ended when 
1500 sit-down strikers marched out 
to join fellow. unionists in a parade. 
The settlement of their strike was 
approved last night. 

Court action by which the Chrys- 
ler Corporation last month sought 
to evict and arrest 6000 sit-down 
strikers occupying its eight produc- 
tion plants here, was dismissed and 
dissolved by Circuit Judge Allen 
Campbell, who issued an injunc 
tion which the strikers disregard- 
ed. A union cross-complaint ask- 
ing the. court to order the cor- 
poration to refrain from violating 
the National Labor Relations Act 
also was dismissed. 

In the Chrysler and Hudson 
plants, the factory of the Briggs 
Manufacturing Co. which supplies 
Chrysler with bodies, ‘and the Reo 
Motor Car Co. plants at Lansing, 
Mich., machinery was prepared for 
resumption of production when 90,- 
000 workers return to their jobs 
next week. 

Dismissal of the Chrysler injunc- 
tion suits, which attorneys said 
had made possible orders for the 
arrest of Homer Martin, union 
president, John L. Lewis, chairman 
of the Committee for Industrial 
Organization, and other leaders of 
the two groups as well as the strik- 
ers themselves, was a provision of 
last Tuesday’s strike settlement 
agreement, 

An injunction against sit-down 
strikers in General Motors plants 
at Flint, issued in January during 
the widespread strikes in that cor- 
poration’s units, never has been 
dismissed, although an agreement 
ending the strikes provided for a 
request for such action. Circuit 
Judge Paul V. Gadola at Flint held 
union leaders must appear in court 
personally to purge themselves of 
contempt citations. 

Union representatives and Chrys- 
ler executives continued their dis- 
cussion of seniority problems to- 
day, in conferences provided for 
by the strike agreement to com- 
pose remaining differences. 

Wyndham Mortimer, union vice- 
president, said negotiations with 
General Motors officials on wages, 
hours and working conditions of 
tool and die makers in various 
units, would be resumed Tuesday.

10 TAX ASSESSMENTS 
CUT TOTAL OF $186 000 


Number of Appeals and 
Amount of Reductions Are 
Unusually Low. 


Reductions totaling $186,280 in 70 
of the 134 appeals from tax assess- 
ments on real estate were granted 
by the City Board of Equalization; 
which adjourned yesterday after a 
session of four weeks. The number 
of appeals and the reductions 
granted were the smallest within 
memory of the Assessor's office 
staff. Last year the appeals num- 
bered 217 and reductions totaled 
$367,000. 


Individual reductions on build- 


ings ranged from $100 to $17,500, 


including a total of $56,750 repre- 
senting a 10 per cent. cut on the 
assessment of each of the 40 resi- 
dences in Washington terrace. 

The largest reductions were as 
follows: Buder Building, Seventh 
and Market streets, reduced $17,500 
from 3270,000 to $252,500, and land 
reduced $5000; Commercial Build- 
ing, and Olive streets, re- 
duced $15,000 from $240,000 to $225,- 
000; the unoccupied building of the 
St. Louis B Association in 
Carondelet, about to be razed, re- 
duced $15,000, from $20,000 to $5000; 
the unoccupied building of the 
Pioneer Cooperage Co., at Second 
and Penrose streets, reduced $10,000 
from $44,500 to $34,500; stores and 
houses at the southeast corner of 
Spring avenue and Olive street, 
Steer Realty & Investment Co., re- 
duced $8000 from $16,000 to $8000. 

Assessor Ralph W. Coale en- 
pressed the opinion that the small 
number of appeals resulted from 
equitable assessments by district 
assessors and from the new method 
of appraising properties with spe- 
cific information concerning the cu- 
bic contents and condition of each 
building. 

Members of the board, in addition 
to Coale, are James M. Rohan, Ru- 
dolph Buermann, William P. Light- 
holder and Arthur Schneider. The 
reduction of $186,280 lowered. the 
total real estate assessment from

“This volume represents the sales 
of standard Buick accessories

N FIRST QUARTER 


Mortgages Accepted for In- 
surance First Three 
Months by Government 
Totaled $102,997,500. 


Large gains in the volume of 
home financing under the Federal 
Housing Administration were re- 
coroded during the first quarter of 
1937, Administrator Stewart McDon- 
ald announced today in Washing- 
ton. 

During January, February and 
March of this year, mortgages ac- 
cepted for insurance by the Federal 
Housing Administration totaled 
$102,997,500, an increase of 64 per 
cent over the corresponding period 
of 1936. 

In March, the gain was especially 
large, nearly doubling the figures 
for the same month of last year. 
A total of $43,790,560 in mortgages 
accepted for insurance were report- 
ed during the month, a gain of 98.8 
per cent over March, 1936. The 
volume of mortgages accepted for 
insurance during March were larger 
than for any month in the records 
of the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion with the exception of June and 
October, 1936. This was considered 
Significant in view of the fact that 
June and October usually are the 
peak building months of the year. 

The rising residential building 
volume is further emphasized by 
the fact that 59 per cent of the 
mortgages accepted for insurance 
during the period were for newly- 
constructed homes. 

Whether this upward momentum 
can be maintairfed, however, Ad- 
ministrator McDonald said, depends 
entirely upon whether cost of build- 
ing materials rise precipitately from 
this point. 

Gross business transacted by the 
Federal Housing Administration 
now exceeds $1,500,000,000. This in- 
cludes mortgages selectec for ap- 
praisal, large scale housing proj- 
ects approved and modernization 
and repair notes insured. 

Mortgages accepted for insurance 
reached a total of $712,347,117 on 
April 1e¢ 

“Along with this increase in our 
volume of busines it is pleasing to 
note that there has been no cor- 
responding rise in the foreclosure 
ratio,” said Administrator McDon- 
ald. As of March 31 debentures is- 
sued and outstanding on 16 prop- 
erties conveyed to the Administra- 
tor amounted to $59,426.58. Mean- 
time, the income of the Federal 
Housing Administration is increas- 
ing and by the end of the pres- 
ent fiscal year we should have 
approximately $20,000,000 in our 
mutual mortgage insurance fund in 
the Treasury available for any loss-

T-IS all extremely simple. In front of 
| us stand three Italian soldiers in their

They were sent to Spain almost direct- 
ly from Abyssinia. One of them received 
one month leave to go to Italy the two 
others two months each. At the end of 
January, before they left, the division as- 
sembled in the military barracks in Ave- 
lino, and here the reserves of the Fascist 
division joined the regular army battal- 
ions, The Italian authorities collected 
these reserves in a ‘ery simple way in- 
deed—each egion and district of the 
country had to supply a certain amount 
of men. The mobilized men were per- 
mitted to pay themselves off with a cer- 
tain amount of money. As a result of 
this, according to the old custom, only 
the poorer part of the population went to 
fight in the new colonial war. 

The two divisions which were sent to 
Spain kept the same staff and command- 
ers they had had in Abyssinia, Only the 
names were altered: the division named 
“April 2ist” was changed to division 
“Courageous,” and the second division 
was called “Black Wings.“ The battalions’ 
received numbers—751, 530, 636, 638, 
730, ete. The artillery, the small tanks 
and the other guns have also kept their 
former Abyssinian personnel. The divi- 
sions took along to Spain their own Ital- 
jan banners. It is needless to say that at. 
the head of this italian army sent to 
Spain is an Italian General. His name 
is Zoppi, quite a sly fox; he is a former 
chief infantry inspector. 

I forgot to ask them, whether the 
ian divisions to Cadiz; was the same 
which had taken them tc Abyssinia. 

They traveled, the soldiers tell us, quite 
openly.

How could a plain 
soldier make out anything in this ban- 
ditry? The plain soldier is being sent to 
rob and to kill into one country, and then 
into another country. He is forced to 
conquer colonies for his Fascist bosses. If 
he refuses, they kill him, so what's the 
difference where he dies, at the front or 
in the rear. . 

Over the entire world, in Africa, in 
China, on the Pyrennean peninsula roam 
the bandit gangs of the Fascists and the 
people whom they have mobilized. And 
those who call themselves the great 
Powers of the West do not dare to check 
the bandits. 

Mussolini's divisions went to Addis 
Ababa, and no one interfered, no one pre- 
vented them from doing it. Why should 
one wonder that the divisions are thrown 
from Addis-Ababa to Madrid?

| Two Constitutional Points: Did Law Create 
New Office or Increase Emoluments? — 
: Robinson’s Interest.

To such Senators as Joseph T. 
Robinson of Arkansas and Robert 
F -Wagner of New York, who 
have been promirently mentioned 
for appointment to the court if 
the President’s plan to remake 
the Supreme Court is adopted, 
the question is one of serious con- 
sequence. To other Senators and 
Representatives who like to think 
themselves of Supreme Court cali- 
ber, it is of more than academic 
interest. To lawyers and, laymen 
interested in constitutional law 
and procedure it is an interesting 
—and important—subject of spec- 
ulation. 

During the congressional debate 
on the act the effect of its adop- 
tion on members of Congress did 
not arise, although virtually every 
Senator and Representative con- 


Constitution. Since the act was 
signed by the President, one Su- 
preme Court Justice is reported 
to have told friends that the Con- 
gressmen apparently had not re- 
alized that they had disqualified 
themselves for appointment to the 
eourt during their present term. 
This view is also held by Senator 
Joseph C. O'Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming. Attorney-General Cum- 
mings refuses to give his opinion 
to the press, explaining that he 
will do so only when the President 
indicates that he is considering 
the appointment of a member of 
this Congress to the Supreme 
Court. : 
Two Questions Raised. 

[The constitutional questions 
raised by passage of the voluntary 
retirement act are: Did the act 
create a new office or offices, and 
did it increase the emoluments of 
Supreme Court Justices? 

If the answer to either of these 
questions is in thé affirmative, the 
present members of Congress 
come under the inhibition of Arti- 
ele 1, Section 6, Clause 2, of the 
Constitution, which says: 

„No Senator or Representative 
shall, during the time for which 
he was elected, be appointed to 
any civil office under the author- 
ity of the United States which 
shall have been created or the 
emoluments whereof shall have 
been increased during such 
A 

The official annotated Consti- 
tution, compiled .at the direction 
of Congress, says in a footnote, re- 
ferring to this provision:, “There 
have been no cases of importance 
decided under this clause.“ There- 
in lies the difficulty of drawing 
any definite conclusion as to the 
effect of the act on congressional 
appointments, or of foreseeing 
how the issue could be settled by 
the Supreme Court. 


What Court Would Decide. 
Plainly put, the question is: 
“Did the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives pass an act by which 
any one of them would benefit if 
appointed o the court?” That is 
apparently what the Supreme 
Court would have to decide pro- 
vided a way could be found to get 
the issue before the court. 

Was a new office created? From 
a strictly technical viewpoint, the 
answer must be in the affirmative. 
Should one of the present nine 
Justices retire under the provi- 
sions of the Sumners-McCarran 
act, he would be placed on the in- 
active list, but would be subject to 
recall for elreuit duties should he 
assent to a request by the Chief 
Justice.

AVING passed the Sumners-MeCarran act for voluntary retires

The report 
said: 

“This bill, if enacted, would 
serve to relieve the Justices of the 
Supreme Court of a part of their 
existing duties, leaving them full 
judicial investiture, subject to as- 
signment to the performance of 
duties in the courts of any cir- 
cuit.” 

Thus, should a Justice retire in- 
stéad of resigning, he would tech- 
nically and legally retain full ju« 
dicial investiture,” and the ap- 
pointment of his successor would 
technically create a court of 10 
members. If more Justices retired 
and more successors were ap- 
pointed, the court technically 
would be proportionately in- 
creased. 


Justices’ Emoluments. 

Have the emoluments of the 
Justices: been increased? This 
question is just as technical and a 
bit more complicated. 

Before the passage of the vol- 
untary retirement act, a Justice 
could only resign if he desired te 
leave the court.. By so doing he 
divested himself of his ‘judicial 
status, but by law enacted in 1869 
he became eligible for a pension 
equal to his pay as a Justice, but 
the Congress must award it by ap- 
propriation. This pension, how- 
ever, as in the case of the late 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, is 
subject to subsequent acts of Con- 
gress and the Federal income tax. 
Having resigned and being no 
longer protected by the constituw 
tional immunity that the compen< 
sation of Justices “‘shall not be di- 
minished during their continuance 
in office,“ the former Justice 
would be in a less advantageous 
position than a Justice who re- 
tired under the provisions of the 
Sumners-McCarran act. 

While the dictionary says that 
“emolument”™ is synonymous with 
“wages,” it also says that it has a 
meaning of adyantage“ or bene. 
fit.” Before enactment of the vol- 
untary retirement law, if a Justice 
thought his tasks beyond his phy- 
sical or mental capacities, he 
could either resign and take the 
risk of what Congress might do 
to his pension through reduction 
and the income tax, or he might 
remain on the bench and be a burs 
den to his colleagues. Now, should 
he reach such a condition, he can 
retire on full pay, fully protected 
against any action by Congress. 

Seemingly, if not actually, the 
Sumners-McCarran Act increased 
the emoluments of the Justices; 
the Senators and Representatives 
passed a law which, added to the 
benefits hithertofore accruing to 
the Justices. It should be noted 
that the Constitution makes no 
distinction between those who 
yoted for and those who voted 
against the bill, All Senators 
and Representatives would be dis- 
qualified if the Supreme Court 
should hold such appointment un- 
constitutional. 


Power to Challenge. 


This raises another interesting 
question: Who could challenge 
the appointment and how could 
the issue be brought before the 
Supreme Court? 

Unlike the members of the Sen- 
ate and the House, the Justices of 
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OW would it be to invite some of 
these alarmists to be calm? Never do 
they pay any attention to the workers 
until those said workers start doing 
for themselves.

,.order want to lay down the rules of pro- 
* cedure. Make no mistake, those guard- 
“fans of liberty, law and order would 
squawk about any technique that the 
Workers might use.

Lowly Origin of Jewels. 

‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Literary Digest reports that the 

famous Black Prince ruby in En- 
gland’s imperial state crown, to be worn 
by George VI at the coming coronation, is 
merely a semi-precious stone known as 
spinel. 

The geographic origin of this stone, re- 
ported to be the size of a hen's egg, is 
not definitely known. Its age, we may be 
‘assured, is as old as the earth, or that 
molten and fluxing condition of the earth 
“in which most of our precious and semi- 
precious stones were formed. Actually, 
‘the spinel contains a mineral, magnesium, 
more rare than the mineral of which the 
real ruby is composed, which, reduced to 
its basic elements, is Alumina, perplexing 
and confounding many a soil conserva- 
‘tionist. 

The ruby, which is a red sapphire, is 
pure corundum, and corundum is crys 
tallized alumina; alumina is the principal 
» constituent of clay, most common of all 
our minerals. The diamond, reduced to 
its lowest terms, is soot, while the em- 
erald is composed of silica and alumina, 
the former being common everywhere as 
sand, gravel, granite and other baser sub- 
stances. 

Of the lesser stones, in which we may 
find all the colors of the rainbow, one 
may also trace a lowly origin.

He says that in respect to these 
qualities, the present court is the best the country 
has ever had. The court is fully abreast of its work; 
lawyers with pending cases have to strain to keep 
up with it. The final shattering blow at the argu- 
ment that the court needs assistance was delivered by 
the recent letter of the Chief Justice. 1 

All these points aside, the old-age argument is 
branded as irrelevant and insincere by the fact of the 
court’s unanimous decision against N R A. It may be 
granted that the court has been wrong in some of its 
decisions. It may be granted that a compulsory re- 
tirement age should be fixed in the orderly way pro- 
vided by the Constitution. But the fact cannot be 
got around that in the case of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, described by the President as probably 
the most important piece of legislation ever enacted 
by Congress, all the Judges Democrats and Repub- 
licans, Dasterners and Westerners, so-called conserva- 
tives and so-called liberals, old men and comparative- 
ly young men—voted one way. The vote was 9 to 0 
against. That fact alone is a complete answer to 
the spurious “old-age” argument in behalf of the 
court-packing scheme. 

NO, 2. 

It is argued that the plan is constitutional. 

The right of Congress to fix the number of Judges 
of the Supreme Court is undeniable. But it is equally 
clear that while the plan lives up to the letter, it 
outrages the spirit of the Constitution. This it does 
because it would allow the executive to pack the court 
for his own purposes; thus the independence of the 
court would be undermined; and thus the very es- 
sence of the Constitution, which creates the judiciary 
as an independent branch of the Government, would 
be grossly violated. A precedent would be created 
which could easily be used, under a dictatorial re- 
gime, completely to wipe out the safeguards which 
the Supreme Court now throws around the rights of 
the people. 

It is no argument at all to say that the plan is 
constitutional. A President could foment a war with 
a foreign nation and remain within the letter of his 
constitutional rights. A Congress could use its con- 
stitutional spending powers to bring the country to 
ruin, Many measures would be constitutional. which 
the good sense or the conscience of the people would 
reject. 

The fact that the plan is within the letter of the 
Constitution does not acquit Mr. Roosevelt of ignor- 
ing the pledge to which he subscribed in the last 
Democratic platform. That pledge said that if the 
objectives of the New Deal could not be reached 
within the Constitution, “qualifying amendment” 
would be sought. And the platform added: “Thus 
we propose to maintain the letter and spirit of the 
Constitution.” 

Lord Bryce, in “The American Commonwealth,” 50 
years ago foresaw what could happen. A President 
and a compliant Congress, he said, could add Judges 
to the court in order to procure decisions they want- 
ed—the new Judges would outvote the old—statutes 
which had been invalidated would be approved. Bryce 
described, with uncanny foresight, the present situa-

NO, 3. 

A statement frequently made by supporters of the 
President's bill is that the Supreme Court has been 
packed before. By loose references to the administra- 
tions of Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant and Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, they seek to give the impression that 
all down through American history distinguished 
Presidents have resorted to packing. : 

The facts are that while Presidents in the past have 
differed with the court, and have, upon occasion, 
given evidence of seeking men for the bench who 
would render opinions in accord with the executive 
policy of the moment, none proposed a wholesale re- 
making of the court. All the Presidents named in 
this connection appointed Justices to fill seats va- 
cated in the natural course of events or created to 
provide court members for new western circuits estab- 
lished as states were taken into the Union,

What is this crisis? When did it originate? 

If. Ur. Roosevelt felt during the campaign that 
the country was faced with an emergency demand- 
ing instantaneous treatment, he kept that view from 
the public. The whole tenor of his campaign for 
re-election was that the depression had been con- 
quéred and happy days restored. 

It was not till.the month after the election—ac- 
cording to Mr. Roosevelt himself—that-he decided to 
bring forward his ccurt-enlargement plan. To sup- 
port it, he began talking about a crisis. What hap- 
pened in December to bring on a crisis? In that 
month, the index of the Federal Reserve Board 
showed a higher level of industrial activity than at 
any other time since March, 1933; factory employ- 
ment was at its highest in seven years; payrolls 
were the largest in seven years; retail trade.and rail- 
road traffic were showing substantial gains. 

Moreover, the status of Mr. Roosevelt’s differences 
with the Supreme Court Was exactly the same in De- 
cember as it had been in June. All the controverted 
decisions that were on the record in December were 
there in June, when the Democrats wrote their pledge 
that in seeking the New Deal objectives, they would 
“maintain the letter and spirit of the Constitution.” 

Only one factor in the politico-economic situation 
distinguished December, 1936, in any significant way, 
from June, 1936. That was the election held between 
those dates.

It is asserted that the President has a mandate 
which clearly justifies the plan. 

He has nothing of the sort. 

There was no suggestion, either in the platform or 
in anything said by the President or any responsible 
party spokesman during the campaign, that he would 
bring forward a scheme to gain his ends by reor- 
ganizing the court. 

Whenever the suggestion came from the other side 
that Mr. Roosevelt might have such a scheme in mind, 
the idea was indignantly repelled by Democratic lead- 
ers as an aspersion on the character of the Presi- 
dent. 

In the biting words of Senator Carter Glass, “There 
has been no mandate from the people to rape the Su- 
preme Court or to tamper with the Constitution. 
No word in the platform of the prevailing party could 
be interpreted into advocacy of any such abnormity 
as that now in issue.” 

To argue that Mr. Roosevelt’s scheme is constitu- 
tional and hence in conformity with the Democratic 
platform is to play with words. The language of the 
platform meant that the party would try to make its 
social and economic legislation fit into the consti- 
tutional pattern; that is all that the context permitted 
it to mean and all that anybody, up to the present 
controversy, ever asserted it to mean. 

NO, 7. 

It is argued that the Supreme Court has become a 
super-legislature, 

This says only that the court has passed an inde- 
pendent judgment on the questions submitted to it. 
Whenever the court knocks down a law, of whatever 
sort, the cry is certain to go up from some disap- 
pointed marta rag 
up as a legislature. 

Through its decisions of W Maren 29, the 
court itself furnished the best possible answer to the 
charge that it has arrogated to itself super-legisiative 
‘powers. 

By a vote of 9 to 0, it upheld the reviesd: Brasiek- 
Lemke Farm Moratorium Act. By a vote of 9 to 0, | 
it upheld an act requiring the railroads to engage 
in collective bargaining with their employes. By a 
vote of 6 to 4, it said that the states have the consti- 
tutional right to enact ‘minimum-wage laws in aid 
of women and minors.

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court has passed on some 40,000 cases, and ip 
only 76 of these has it held an act of Congress 
unconstitutional. These 76 cases involved only 
64 acts. 

It is true that the court has killed important 
acts of the New Deal, notably those creating 
NRA and A A4, just as it has sustained im- 
portant acts, notably the gold-clause cancella- 
tion in private contracts. But who will contend 
today that N R A came within the terms of the 
Constitution and should have been upheld? 
Even Mr. Roosevelt has admitted that N R A 
was at fault in trying to do too much. 

The AA A decision continues to be sharply 
criticised. The court divided on it 6 to 3, with 
the Chief Justice among the majority. The 
six may have been right in their view of con- 
gressional powers under the Constitution, or 
they may have been wrong. That is a matter 
of opinion. But, as honorable men, they are 
surely entitled to the presumption that they 
did precisely what they said they did—laid the 
law down alongside the Constitution, conclud- 
ed that the law failed to meet the require- 
ments of that basic document, and go, in ac- 
cordance with their oath of office, voted a 
conscientious and independent judgment 
against the law. They are as much entitled 
to that presumption as the three in dissent. are 
entitled to the presumption that they, too, act- 
ed with full regard for their constitutional 
duty. 

To say that the court, by going against 
some of the New Deal acts, has made itself a 
super-legislature is no more than a form of 
words—a catch-phrase that has been seized 
upon in an effort to discredit the court before 
the public. 


NO. 8.

This is to argue that we cannot solve our

The late Viscount James Bryce told how the 
“fathers of the Constitution studied nothing 
more than to secure the complete independence 
of the judiciary.” But, he said, a joint was 
left in the Supreme Court’s armor through the 
failure of the Constitution to fix the number 
of Judges on the court. He then outlined, as

upon to resist such a “perversion” of its forms.

Is it indeed true that the will 
of the people has been so thwarted by the Su- 
preme Court that a drastic and unprecedented 
enlargement of the executive power at the ex- 
pense of the judiciary is the only way to sal- 
vation? ; 

Congress and Mr. Roosevelt have not been 
thwarted to anywhere near such an extent as 
the advocates of his plan would have us be- 
lieve. 

Mr. Roosevelt today, even after the invali- 
dation of the N R A and A A A, has greater 
powers than have been enjoyed by any other 
President in peacetime. 

In the field of money, he has vast and un- 
precedented powers. He has devalued the dol- 
lar and can devalue it further. He has control 
of a two-billion-dollar stabilization fund. 

Great sums of money are being paid in boun- 
ties to the farmers, great sums are at the com- 
mand of the RF C, great sums are being used 
for relief. 

The Social Security Act is in operation; so 
also are the acts regulating the stock ex- 
changes and the issuance of securities. 

How can it be said the court has produced 
a state of futility when into the broad field 
of the congressional spending power it has 
never “thrust its dread sickle, and when it 
has sustained such laws as those passed upon 
March 29—a law for the benefit of railroad 
workers, a law for the aid of women and chil- 
dren in industry, and a law relaxing the mort- 
gage burden upon farmers? 

The futility argument advanced by the Pres- 
ident last June in his “No-Man’s Land” inter- 
view was based in large part on the invalida- 
tion of the New York minimum-wage law. Now 
that the Supreme Court has reversed itself on 
the minimum-wage question, the argument 
that the court thwarts the people must rest in 
very large part on the invalidation of N R A. 

Can anyone believe that all nine of the 
Judges. misread the Constitution when they 
said it did not permit the exercise of such 
power by the Federal Government as that 
sought to be exercised under N R A? 

Can Mr. Roosevelt’s plan conceivably, under 
any circumstances, get him a court with a ma- 
jority. of members (unless they be the veri- 
est puppets) who will read into the Constitu- 
tion a Federal power over industry which the 
present court's most advanced exponents of 
liberal interpretation say is not there? 

No; the stumbling block in the way of the 
President, in so far as the principles of N R A 
are concerned, is not the court but the Consti- 
tution.

WASHINGTON, April 10. 


Charles Evans Hughes, who, as 


Chief Justice of the United States, 
occupies a place in national affairs 
second only to that of the Presi- 
dent—actually he is the apex of a 
separate branch of the Federal 
Government—reaches the age of 75 
years tomorrow. 

This notable birthday finds the 
head of the Nation’s judiciary hale 
and hearty, to employ an old but 
apt description, and full of life and 
interest in its complex problems in 
a modern world. Hundreds of 
friends and admirers on the bench 
and in the bar, and other branches 
of government, as well as in pri- 
vate life, have sent him congratu- 
latory messages in celebration of 
the occasion. 

There is additional interest in 
this milestone in Mr. Hughes’ dis- 
tinguished career because it falls 
the day before the opinion day on 
which. Washington now expects a 
Supreme Court decision in the five 
cases involving the constitutionality 
of the Wagner National Labor Re- 
lations Act in both interstate and 
intrastate commerce. 

Chief Justice Hughes will be the 
fifth sitting member of the Su- 
preme Court to attain the 75-year’ 
mark. Justice Brandeis, who is the 
oldest member of the court, will be 
81 in November. Justice Van De- 
vanter, dean from the standpoint 
of service, becomes 78 next Satur- 
day. Justice Sutherland was 75 last 
month and Justice McReynolds 75 
in February. A sixth member, Jus- 
tice Butler, is beyond the retire- 
ment age of 70. He was 71 last 
month. The others, Justice Car- 
dozo, Stone and Roberts, are in 
their sixties. ; 

Responsibility Shouldered. , 

Mr. Hughes has a remarkable 
record of shouldered responsibility 
since President Hoover returned 
him to the highest bench as Chief 
Justice upon the resignation of the 
late William Howard Taft seven 
years ago last February. Nothing 
is more evident than that its pres- 
ent head has not shirked duty in 
the most trying time in all the 147 
years of the Supreme Court’s his- 
tory. . : 
Recognizing the special obliga- 
tion upon the Chief Justice for lead- 
ership on the court, Mr, Hughes 
has continuously carried much 
more than his share of the load. He 
wrote the opinions of the court in 
the N R A, T V A, “hot oil” and 
gold clause cases, to name only 
four of those involving the consti- 
tutionality of recent acts of Con- 
gress. Among the important state 
cases in which he spoke for the 
court were those resulting in the 
sustention of the Minnesota farm 
mortgage moratorium and the 
Washington State minimum wage 
laws. 

Upon occasion, the Chief Justige 
also has been an important dissent- 
er. He wrote minority opinions in 
the decisions which invalidated the 


Hughes was born April 11, 
in Glens Falls, N. Y., near

later, in 1884, he received his bache- 
lor of laws degree from Columbia 
University. .

ture. This committee was the 
answer to an insistent popular de- 
mand that gas company rates and 
operations be investigated. On every 
hand, Hughes was urged as the 
one man to direct the committee 
members in the important inquiry. 

What he did can be judged from 
the fact that he was soon there- 
after chosen to perform a similar 
service for the Armstrong Commis- 
sion, which was the New York 
Legislature's response to another 
popular demand—for an investiga- 
tion into the whole business of life 
insurance operation and manage- 
ment. Hughes literally steeped him- 
self in the methods of the compa- 
nies. One president paid him the 
tribute of saying, during examina- 
tion on the stand, “Why Mr.

This historic investigation, car-

Victory in 1906 was a great tribute 
to Hughes as an individual. It was 
a Democratic year and Hughes, 
who defeated William Randolph 
Hearst, was the only Republican 
elected to State office, He plunged 
at once into an executive campaign 
for regulatory commissions. The 
Legislature was hesitant if not hos- 
tile, so the vigorous Governor car- 
ried his cise to the people.

During 
the nearly six years of his associ- 
ate judgeship, Hughes participated 
in many decisions concerning public 
utility practices. One decision 
which attracted much attention 
was that which rejected the Detroit 
Railways’ alleged vested right in 
city streets after the expiration of 
the company’s franchise. When 
five members of the court upheld 
the contention of an Owensboro 
(Ky.) telephone company that a 
franchise which was not definitely 
limited was perpetual, Hughes 
stood with the dissenters, who 
found the basis for their minority 
position in the city charter.

Court brought him into 
the famous Standard Oil cases 
prosecuted by the Federal Govern- 
ment and the State of Missouri for 
anti-trust law violation, the State 
suits at the instance of Herber 8.

eign service. He opposed recogni- 


tion of Russia. 


Returns to High Court. 

On the commencement of . Cool- 
idge’s full term in 1925, Hughes 
resigned from the Cabinet and once 
more went back to the practice of 
jaw. During the next five years he 
was a distinguished pleader before 
the Supreme Court. Feb. 3, 1930, 
Chief Justice Taft resigned because 
of illness and the same day Presi- 
dent Hoover announced the appoint- 
ment of Hughes to head the court. 

The nomination provoked a bitter 
controversy in the Senate. Senators 
Borah, Norris, Couzens, Johnson 
and La Follette were among the 
Republicans who opposed him on 
‘the ground that his work as Chief 
Justice would reflect the interests 
of his recent practice. He was con- 
firmed by a vote of 52-to-26 after a 
four-day. debate. Sixteen Demo- 
cratic Senators, who voted for 
8 made the confirmation pos- 
sible. : 

As Chief Justice, Hughes took up 
first of all Taft’s notable work in 
speeding up the processes of justice 
in its upper reaches. He has in- 
sisted that the court stay up with 
its docket and it has. Physically 
vigorous, he has not missed a day 
of duty on the court in seven years 
because of illness, Notwithstanding 
the extra work which falls to him 
as head of the court, he continues 
to do more than his share of the 
opinion writing. Op to last Mon- 
day 105 decisions had been handed 
down this term. If each of the nine 
Justices had written a proportion- 
ate share, this would mean 11 to a 
member. Hughes has handed down 
14, including some of the most im- 
portant. 

During the interval between the 
secretaryship of state and the chief 
justiceship, Hughes was a judge on 
the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Arbitration at The Hague. 
Sweden nominated him in 1929 and 
when he was elected by the League 
several months later, he was spon- 
sored by 31 nations. Twenty Amer- 
ican and foreign universities have 
awarded him honorary degrees.

He was president of the American 
Bar Association in 1924 and 1925, 
and served as president of the 
American Society of International 
Law from 1925 to 1929, to mention 
but two, of many such professional 
offices Which he has filled. Delta 
Upsilon, his college fraternity, has 
remained a real interest; only re- 
cently he attended one of its din- 
ners in Washington.

Cannot Withhold Oath. 

Without legal power to consider 
the qualifications of its members,

If precedents in other cases gov- 
ern, a mere taxpayer could not 

challenge the appointment of Sen-

Some of the competent persons 
who have speculated on the sub- 
ject, and they include officials of 
the court itself and the Department 
of Justice, believe a litigant before 
the Supreme Court might ask that 
a Justice disqualify himself from 
hearing a ‘case. 

Procedure of Litigant. 

According to this speculation, the 
procedure would be somewhat as 
follows: The litigant, through his 
counsel, would protest that he did 
not want the new Justice to partici- 
pate in his case, citing that his ap- 
pointment was unconstitutional 
under Article I, Section 6, Clause 2, 
of the Constitution. The new Jus- 
tice could do two things, either dis- 
qualify himself and thus set ‘prece- 
dent for future litigation, or refuse 
to disqualify himself. In the latter 
case, the litigant presumably might 
demand that the entire court pass 
on his challenge. What the court 
would do under such circumstances 
is anybody’s guess, since there are 
no precedents, It might hold that 
no new offices had been created on 
the Supreme Court and that the in- 
crease in the emoluments had been 
negligible; likewise, it might hold 
that the new member had been un- 
constitutionally appointed. 

As a matter of actual procedure, 
however, the test might come be- 
fore the question of constitutional- 
ity reached the court. 

Just for the sake of getting an 
example, it may be assumed that 
the President wanted to appoint 
Senator Robinson to the Supreme 
Court. The appointment probably 
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members of an exclusive club, and 
whether a nominee is from the ad- 
ministration or the opposition, they 
stick by their fellow members if 
any justification whatever can be 
found for such action.

First-Hand Account 
Of War in Spain 


SPAIN IN ARMS—1937. By Anna Louise 
Strong. (Henry Holt G Co., New York.) 


ERE is a first-hand account of 

the war in Spain, written by an 

experienced observer who has 
just returned from that country. 
Avowedly a partisan of the loyal- 
ist cause, Miss Strong is yet able 
to see where mistakes have been 
made, and to write with a reasoned 
conviction that makes it impossi- 
ble to dismiss the book as mere 
propaganda. 

War is unfortunately the prin- 
cipal business of Spain today, but 
this writer realizes that the daily 
life of the people must somehow 
go on, and has taken some pains to 
find out how it is being managed. 
So she includes accounts, neces- 
garily omitted from the war corre- 
spondents'’ dispatches, of how the 
peasants are running their farms, 
of how new books for children are 
being produced, of how the Repub- 
lic, though fighting for its life, gives 
attention to culture and education, 

But the war, afterall, holds the 
center of the stage, and the book 
is mostly about the war. What most 
impressed Miss Strong is the spirit 
and confidence of the people. No- 
where, says the writer, did she find 
a Government supporter who ad- 
mitted the possibility of Franco’s 
success. The only question was, 
“Can we beat Franco soon enough 
to prevent a European war?” 

During her stay in Spain, Miss 
Strong interviewed many Govern- 
ment leaders and officers of the 
International Brigades, as well as 
citizens and soldiers in the ranks. 
The message she brings back is one 
of reproach to the democracies that 
tolerated the pouring in of German 
and Italian troops, and thereby laid 
open not only Spain but all Europe 
to Fascist aggression. 

Miss Strong has written only a 
mall book, but one so direct and 
compact that it covers the Spanish 
situation quite as thoroughly as 
some of the longer reports on the

LET ME LIVE. By Angelo Herndon, (Ran- 
dom House, New York.) 


O SINGLE individual has a 
greater stake in what the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States may decide tomorrow than 
the 24-year-old’ Negro whose life 
story is told in this provocative 
book. If a majority of the nine 
Justices rule that his consti- 
tutional rights were violated by con- 
viction in 1933 under Georgia's 76- 
year-old anti-slave insurrection law, 
he will be a free man. If the deci- 
sion is against him, he will go to 
the chain gang for “hard labor for 
the full term of not less than 18 
years and not more than 20 years.” 
An avowed Communist and an 
organizer of sharecroppers, Angelo 
Herndon’s immediate offense five 
years ago was to participate in a 
demonstration of needy unemployed 
in Atlanta in the hope of obtaining 
promised relief from the county 
commissioners. The young Negro’s 
course through the courts and pris- 
on since that arrest is well known 
to newspaper readers. “Let Me 
Live” is essentially the story of his 
life before he became a public fig- 
ure, although the amazing trial is 
reported in detail.

It may as well be recognized now 
that this book is going to be a fac- 
tor in what has long been called the 
Negro problem by sociologists. 
Seldom before have Negroes had a 
call to better their lot in life direct- 
ed to them so eloquently and 80 
movingly. 

The slings and arrows which peo- 
ple of his color of skin must suffer, 
even when relations between the 
races may be considered generally 
harmonious, the ali-too-frequent 
mockery of law and order when Ne- 
gro rights are involved in the 
South, the brutalities of peace and 
prison authorities, the animalities 
of life among the condemned—all 
these are presented in plain yet 
well chosen language. 

The question is bound to arise 
whether a youthful and relatively 
inexperienced writer with no more 
formal schooling than Angelo Hern- 
don had—he went to- work as a coal 
loader at 13—could write this book. 
While the style is simple, many 
passages may be envied by writers 
with established reputations. But 
whether or not the execution, is 
wholly his, there can be no ques- 
tion about the material presented,

JORDANSTOWN. By Josephine Johnson. 


DMIRERS of Josephine John- 
son’s first novel, the Pulitzer 
Prize-wigning “Now in Novem- 
ber,” will have no reason to be dis- 
appointed in its successor, “Jordans- 
town” is in effect a companion 
piece, an urban counterpart to the 
rural tragedy which earned its au- 
thor her merited place in the sun. 
“Jordanstown” is a controversial 
book, but there is no room for dif- 
ference of opinion as to the sterling 
quality of its prose. Miss Johnson 
has made herself a muscular and 
obedient instrument that grips the 
truth with a concentrated and un- 
hampered zeal—an instrument that 
uses itself up in protest, with little 
force left over for consolation. So 
far as technical expertness is con- 
cerned, Miss Johnson has ample sur- 
plus of it, What she considers the 
truth is the truth, insofar as she 
chooses to comprehend it, Every 
fact she sets down is accurate be- 
yond question. Her characters live, 
or have lived in St. Louis and other 
towns like St. Louis, though Jor- 
danstown has no specific identity. 
Since a reporter is writing this re- 
view, he can do no less than attempt 
to forestall the carping plaints of 
those who have motive to deny the 
factual basis of Miss Johnson's 
story.

In skeleton her story is this. Two 
young men in à little industrial 
town, bleak with poverty and shock- 
ingly ugly, take up the job of re- 
forming it.

Spanish Infanta 
Tells Her Story 


MEMOIRS OF A SPANISH PRINCESS. By 
H. R. H. The Infanta Eulalia. Translated 
by Phyllis Megroz. (V. W. Norton & 
Co., New York.) 


66 OW I know why the people 
N will one day overturn 
thrones! To free themselves 
and set us free at one stroke!” The 
rebellious cry—a “flash of prophetic 
vision” she called it—wrung from 
young Infanta on the eve of 
marriage of convenience, be- 
spoke an independence which was 
to bring her into repeated confficts 
with the rigid Court of Madrid. 
Born in an atmosphere of intrigue, 
she was a mere child when her 
mother, Isabella II, was forced to 
flee from Spain in the revolution 
of 1868. Although her story stops 
short of the current upheaval, its 
implications extend to the present 
day. 
** 

It was perhaps her inclination 
toward liberalism which made her 
the logical envoy of Queen Maria- 
Cristina to Cuba in 1893 (when she 
also visited the United States), al- 
though her practical advice with 
respect to the colony was rejected. 
Her book, “Au Fil de la Vie,” caused 
her banishment in 1910 and kept 
her away from Spain for years; but 
this seems to have worked to hér 
advantage,.for the free air of dis- 
cussion in Paris salons fostered her 
intellectual life and provided a 
sharp contrast with the stifling at- 
mosphere of Madrid, a city over 
which “the dark shadow of the 
Middle Ages seemed to brood for- 
ever,” where “antiquated court 
dummies” were ready to raise the 
cry of republican “if one ever 
‘voiced an original idea or 
spoke the truth.” 

* * * 

But however “republican” the In- 
fanta may have appeared in the 
eyes of the royal family, she is in a 
somewhat different light from the 
viewpoint of democracy. For dicta- 
torships she has high praise. In- 
deed, it was her conviction that her 
nephew, Alfonso XIII, would have 
been acting the part of wisdom if 
he had established one. She assert- 
ed that, although Primo de Rivera 
had sacrificed himself for his coun- 
try, Spain was still “crying out for 
such a leader” as Mussolini. And 
it is possible for her to mourn, upon 
the establishment of the Republic, 
that “the glorious Spain of the past 
was disappearing; the people were 
flinging aside their noble traditions 
for a threadbare and uncertain fu- 
ture.“

Helen Schick Lane of Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf said in the same 
meeting. At present two years of 
college training is a minimum re- 
quirement before professional 
courses in aiding the handicapped 
may be elected. 

The teacher in a specialized field 
should have college grades above 
average, Mrs. Lane declared. She 
also should have perfect vision, per- 
fect hearing and no speech defects. 
Among personal qualifications she 
listed were a love for children, an 
interest in their development and 
infinite patience. 

Every physically handicapped 
child deserves education at _— 
expense as much as the no 
child, she asserted. That educa- 
tion should include training and 
vocational guidance to make it pos- 

“sible for the pupil to get a job, she 
added. 

Pay for the specialized teacher is 
attractive, the demand for teachers 
is great, classes are small, with in- 
struction tending to be individual 
and physically handicapped chil- 
dren seem eager to learn, she con- 
cluded. 

The number of spastic children 
entering school is increasing and 
there is an inadequate supply of 
teachers, Miss Mildred A. McGinnis, 
head of the corrective speech de- 
partment of Central Institute for 
the Deaf, declared. She showed 
movies of children at Central Insti- 
tute to illustrate her thesis that the 
training of speech-spastic children 
should begin very early. 

Medical s Views. 

Dr. Aphrodite J. Hofsommer, 
medical supervisor of Webster 
Groves schools, said parents for- 
merly considered hearing defects in 
their children a stigma, but now 
are coming to realize the benefits of 
early instruction in lip reading. 

She exhibited slides to indicate 
how such instruction raises intelli- 
gence quotients and helps pupils in 
their class work. Parents frequent- 
ly were not aware their children’s 
hearing was defective and often 
thought they were lazy or hard to 
teach if their grades were poor, Dr. 
Hofsommer assertea. 

One child’s intelligence’ quotient 
jumped from 89 to a-normal of 100 
after three years of lip-reading 
training, she continued. Another 
rose from 77 to 140, an unusually 
high score. Those who had defec- 
tive hearing and received no lip- 
reading instruction, however, 

. — in their intelligence, rat- 
, gs.

But, I must 
say in justice, I had never supped 
so well in my six months’ stay in 
Spain. In my sleep I saw the vil- 
lage miser and the glutton: Cama-~ 
cho.

In El Toboso there 
is just as much meat as there is 
here, but the committee lets it be 
hidden. And if they sell it, they 
don’t send it to Madrid but to Le- 
vant, where they can get a higher 
price. But here we have a strict 
law. If anyone comes from. the 
east, our reply is that we have food 
but that we cannot sell, because we 
supply Madrid. We would not sell 
at any price. No papers frighten 
us, still less force. But when peo- 
ple come from Madrid we know 
them already.

Co-operative. 

And in.truth, on the main street 
is a clean and neat butcher’s shop 
with a signboard “Peasant Union.” 
They sell up to five pounds of mut- 
ton to all who apply. There are no 


| queues at the store. The Peasant 


Union is the name given here to 
the local trading co-operative so- 
ciety. It sells agricultural produce 
or exchanges it for sugar, coffee, 
matches, kerosene—very often there 
is a shortage of ready money. It 
has several stores in the village. 
The Peasant Union, which is af- 
filiated to the General Federation 
of Peasants of Spain, has lately un- 
dertaken the work of obtaining 


loans and credits for its members 


from the State Peasant Bank. 

There is another big union in 
the village—the union of agricul- 
tural laborers. It contains both 
farm laborers and small village 
craftsmen, The Peasant Union and 
the Farm Laborers’ Union have 
taken over part of the confiscated 
land of the rebels—about 750 acres. 
The ayuntamento and the parties 
of the Popular Front gave the re- 
mainder of the land, about 1700 
acres, to the poor peasants and the 
farm laborers who applied for it 
for their own. use. 

“For this year we have made 
only one rule so far—anyone who 
takes a plot of land to cultivate, let 
bim cultivate as much as he can 
and sell the product of his own la- 
bor. This will be beneficial for the 
people and the army. We are de- 
ciding over there whose land it is. 
In any case, we are in charge at 
present.” :

Use of Seized Estates. 

The Minister or Agriculture, 
Uribe, showed me a thick type- 
written volume containing a syn- 
opsis of all the many forms and 
ways in which the enormous 
lands of the rebels, confiscated 
by the people, are being used. 
There are state farms, and trade 
union farms, collective farms and 
individual farms; there are .all 
kinds of co-operative undertak- 
ings—commercial, credit, produc- 
tive, etc. 

There are integral Anarchist 
communes with the complete so- 
cialization of everything, right 
down to body linen, with the 
abolition of money and its replace- 
ment by tickets cut out of cig- 
arette packets. It is very difficult 
to regulate all this or even to grasp 
it at present in the turmoil of 
civil war. The Government is 
acting correctly by supporting and 
supplying credit to all forms of 
agriculture, collective or individ- 
ual, on one basis only—their pro- 
ductivity. To plow, sow and reap 
all the land—such is the first 
and fundamental demand which 
the Government makes on the 
countryside. | 

All Land in Cultivation. 


No other way is possible. The 
food reserve may decide the fate 
of the war and of the whole dem- 
ocratic regime. And it is truly 
gratifying that throughout re- 
publican Spain you will not find a 
single patch of fertile land that 
‘is unplowed and unsown. Even at 
the very line of the front, under 
artillery fire, under the bombs of 
aeroplanes, the peasants carry 
out their duty as citizens. 

All else depends on the polit- 
ical parties. The fruits of their 
work, good or bad, weak, strong 
or none at all, useful or harmful, 
can be plainly discerned in every 
village, in every hamlet, in every 
peasant homestead.

4 ACCORDING to the Triadic 
theory, the three primary colors, 
which are colors that cannot be 
made by mixing any other colors 
and that cannot be separated into 
any other colors, are blue, red and 
yellow. However, each of these 
colors has a different power, yel- 
low being strongest, red next and 
then blue. The proportion or vol- 
ume of these colors is yellow, 
three; red, five, and blue, eight. 
In other words if these three col- 
ors are blended in these propor- 
tions they will produce a neutral 
gray or a harmonious color effect. 
It mixed in equal proportions they 
would produce brown: 

From these three colors, mixed 
in various proportions come all the 
other colors. Secondary colors are 
produced by blending any two of 
the primary colors in their correct 
proportions. These colors are pur- 
ple, green and orange. By mixing 
eight parts of blue to five parts of 
red you get purple; green is blue 
eight and yellow three; and orange 
is red five and yellow three. In 
other words if you mix these three 
colors in the proportions of purple 
13, green 11 and orange eight you 
will again produce neutral gray or 
a harmonious color effect. And 
this theory carries on down 
through all the colors. A little in- 
volved, perhaps, but well worth a 
little study. 

—-0-0-— 

In discussing color, there are 
many terms which are often con- 
fusing to the average person. An 
explanation of a few of them 
might prove helpful. 

Complementary colors are any 
two colors that will, when biend- 
ed produce neutral gray. In oth- 
er words, the complement of any 
given color is the color required 
to be added to it in order to com- 
plete the neutral blend. Thus, 
the complementary color of pur- 
ple, which is made up of red and 
blue would be yellow, for yellow 
added to purple would produce 
gray, always providing, of course, 
that they were used in their cor- 
rect proportions of purple 13 and 
yellow three. 

—-0-0-— : 

@ CONTRASTING COLORS are 
any two complementary colors 
which are used in other propor- 
tions than their correct volume. 
Thus if 10 parts of purple were 
used to five parts of yellow you 
would have contrasting colors. 

A tint is a hue lighter than its 
normal value, obtained by adding 
white to the full value of a color. 

A shaded is a hue darker than its 
normal value, obtained by adding 
black to the full value of a color. 
To illustrate: Shades of blue in- 
clude navy, sapphire, midnight and 
Italian, while tints of this color are 


crimson, Chinese and ma- 
roon. while the tints are old rose, 
Pink. 1 and salmon.

VISITOR to our shores, paying 
a call on our teeming and fra- 
grant Fulton Fish Market in 
New York, might very reasonably 


digious fish eaters and that their 
taste is catholic, embracing all va- 
rieties from the tiny and tentacled 
squib to the meaty and delectable 
swordfish. But a month’s stay in 
the average American home would 
make him wonder where all the 
fish. go! And—if the American 
cook was aware of any way to 
prepare fish other than fried to a 
frizzle and dressed with a so- 
called tartar sauce, or baked with 
a stuffing of onion bread, inciden- 


.tally turning out damp and un- 


lovely! . 

Now, fried fish is delicious if it 
isn’t fried to death; baked fish is 
interesting and good if a loving 
care and imagination have stirred 
the dressing; and broiled fish when 
when it’s still moist with sweet 
juices on the inside, and just crisp 
enough and brown enough on the 


outside is good enough for any- 
body—especially if there’s a spoon- 
ing of lemon butter over it; and a 
dash of nutmeg sprinkled over 
that! 


But have you thought of the in- 
finite possibilities of boiled fish? 
Fish boiled well, still firm and 
white and shapely (it can be done; 
there’s a trick or two), and served 
with a sauce that’s savory, is some- 
thing to write home about. You 
can even simmer it right in the 
sauce itself—as Italians do—and 
know that the very first time you 
serve it you've established your 
reputation as a cook of parts... 
And what an interesting time you 
can have addihg to that reputation. 
Fish cookery, especially that of 
boiled fish, sauced with taste, is a 
whole new world to explore. 

Look at the menus of the smart- 
est restaurants. What do we see? 
Boiled cod or halibut with mustard 
sauce. Delicious! A fillet of sole, 
snow white against a sauce that’s 
pink with shrimp and fragrant 
with a haunting indescribable bou- 
quet that came from an artful 
combining of herbs with mush- 
rooms and a dash of sherry or 
white wine. That's good eating!

Now the fish that boiling does 
best by are: salmon, haddock, 
halibut, cod, striped bass, pike 
and fillets of sole or flounder, 
There used to be a time when you 
eéuld get fish only in season.” 
But, generally speaking, the sea- 
sons for fish disappeared when 
refrigeration came in. When it's 
too cold for fish to be caught in 
Northern seas, we get it from 
Southern waters. All year long, 
therefore, you have your pick of 
practically all varieties. The rules 
tor boiling fish are few and sim- 
ple. First, to keep fish ‘white and 
firm, it must be cooked with vine- 
gar or lemon juice. Two  table- 
spoons of vinegar, or the juice ofa 
lemon. added to the water in 
which fish is boiled makes all the 
difference between fish that has 
lost its snowy compact look, and 
that which is white, shapely, firm 
and, best of all, easily handled. So 
when you see lemon juice or vine- 
gar in a recipe, know that it isn’t 
entirely for flavor that it's there! 

HE second rule—or, rather, ad- 

monition—is not to overcook 

fish. It should be cooked only 
long enough for the flesh to start to 
draw away from the bones. Ten 
minutes of boiling or, rather, sim- 
mering, will do for a two-pound 
slice of halibut, salmon or cod; 10 
to 15 minutes for a good sized 
bass; three to five minutes for the 
thinner fillets of sole or flounder. 
Fish should be wrapped in cheese- 
cloth for easy handling, and cooked 
in enough water to cover comfort- 
ably. A good fish cook always 
adds a bouquet of herbs and an 
onion to the water, so that their 
flavor is “away down deep inside.” 


These few “musts” are easily fol- 


lowed and present no hazard. to 
the most inexperienced cook. 
From then on she’s limited only 
as far as an ambitious and inguir- 
ing mind can be limited.

HALIBUT WITH MUSTARD SAUCE 

Three-inch piece of halibut or 
other white fish.

Three tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons flour.

Wipe fish. Wrap in cheesecloth. 
Tie securely. Place in kettle. Add 
onion and herbs, tied in a bunch.

Remove cheese- 
cloth. Skin if desired. 

Melt butter. Blend in flour which 
has been thoroughly mixed with 
seasonings. Add water slowly, 
stirring constantly until smooth. 
Cook for five minutes. Remove 
from ir, Add slowly to slightly 
beaten egg yolk, blending well. 
Place fish on hot platter. Pour 
sauce over fish. Approximate yield, 
six portions. | 

Serve this mustard sauced hali- 
but with a boiled potato with 
minced parsley on it and melted 
butter for bland contrast—along 
with the cool jellied cucumber. It’s 
a pretty plateful—the yellow sauce 
over the white fish; the boiled po- 
tato with the dark green parsley; 
and the shining cucumber that’s 
such a lovely pale green. A sweet 
fruit salad on the side, and some 
‘hot crisp muffins or biscuits and 
you have a meal! Many fish dishes 
need no special recipe, just imag- 
ination, like— 


SALMON SUPREME 
Boil a thick, pink slice of sal- 
mon as you do halibut. You might 
even leave the skin on. Then serve 
it with a Bechamel sauce, which is 
really only a thin white sauce, to 
which whole peppers, and a bou- 


quet of herbs have been added, 


and allowed to stay during the 
cooking. Then the sauce is strained 
and a few sprinkles of nutmeg are 
added in special benediction. If you 


‘wish, a tablespoon of capers to a 


cup of sauce adds an air and a 
new flavor. Either halibut or sal- 
mon can be improved by the follow- 
ing green sauce. Serve them with 
hot Julienne potatoes, slices of cu- 
cumbers, lemon juice flavored, and 
hot biscuits, 


GREEN SAUCE FOR FISH: 
One-half cup chopped parsley. 
One onion, minced. 

One clove garlic, minced fine. 

One-fourth teaspoon chopped 
chives. 

One medium soft cooked egg. 

Two tablespoons olive oil. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 

One egg, well beaten. 

Combine parsley, onion, garlic, 
chives and soft cooked egg, rub- 
bing them well together. Add olive 
oil, lemon juice and seasonings. 
Fold into well beaten egg. Approxi- 
mate yield: one-half cup sauce. 
This is good on either hot or cold 
fish—any fish. 3 


. SOLE AND FLOUNDER 

When you're boiling filets of sole 
or flounder, you’ll find that they 
can be handled more easily and 
that they have a more generous 
thickness if they’re doubled over 


before tying in the cheesecloth, or 


ness against the pinkness of a 
shrimp sauce is very engaging. And 
here’s a pointer! If your fishmon- 
ger doés the fileting especially for 
you, ask him for the bones, tails 
and head. Then after you've tak- 


en the filets from the water, add 


those left-over parts and cook them 
a half hour. You'll have a good 
foundation stock for a sauce of 
mushrooms and sherry. A little but- 
ter, a little thickening—and they'd 
call it sole with sauce Marguery in 
a restaurant. Chefs are just cooks! 
A shrimp sauce is just.a simple 
cream sauce (you can substitute 
the fish stock for the milk) with 
a tablespoon of white wine and a 
cup of diced shrimps in it. 


FILET OF HADDOCK MARINARA 

‘One clove garlic, minced. 

Two tablespoons olive oil. 

Three cups canned tomatoes. 

One-eighth teaspoon thyme. 

One bay leaf. 

One-eighth teaspoon ground sweet 
basil. 

Six whole cloves. 

Six thin filet haddock. 

Brown garlic in olive oil. Add 
tomatoes and seasonings. Simmer 
30 minutes. Add fish filets. Baste. 
Cover and simmer for 10 minutes. 
Approximate yield: six portions. 

It is my family’s favorite fish 
(and by the way, it means had- 
dock “sailor style“). 

Now let’s consider a few sugges- 
tions for broiling fish. In broiling 
whole fish, such as mackerel or 
bluefish, or fresh haddock or white- 
fish, it is best always to have the 
spine removed. Your fishmonger 
will do it, but it’s a job worth 


learning to do one’s self. After the 


fish is scaled and the fins and tail 
and head, are off, with your left 
forefinger and thumb hold the top 
of the spine of the fish as if trying 
to lift it up. Then with a sharp 
paring knife in the right hand, cut 
under the bone. Continue lifting 
up the back bone with the left hand 
—as with your right, you cut and 
scrape the bone from the flesh all 
the way down to where the tail 
was. It’s a quickly done job and 
many times you'll be glad you know 
how. 
—-0-0O-— 
LWAYS rub both the skin and 
Ax flesh of a fish to be broiled 
ith oil or melted butter. That 
will help to retain the good fresh 
color..A little lemon juice squeezed 
on helps, too. The thickest fish 
never needs more than:15 minutes 
of broiling on the flesh side—and 
one minute on the skin side. Five to 
10 minutes broiling under a fow 
flame is enough for the average 
two to three pound fish. Given 
this time, the life won't be cooked 
out of it. It won’t be dry. It will 
be moist; the flakes will shine with 
8 and be tender —not shred - 

7. 

If you are broiling a slice from 
a large fish—such as halibut or sal- 
mon—scrod or swordfish—you must 
of course, broil both sides equally, 
Five minutes on each side should 


be the limit. 


The sauces served. with broiled 
fish are of the simplest. Two ta- 
blespoons of butter—a teaspoon of 
parsiey—the juice of half a lemon, 
mingled well in a saucepan—and 
with a dash of nutmeg, will do for 
any and all—you'll find this sauce 
heralded as Butter, Maitre d’hotel, 
almost anywhere. 
Just one more ‘suggestion. If 
theres time and you like to fuss 
a little bit more to have food taste 
just a little better, it’s nice to mar- 
inate any fish to be broiled in a 
dressing of lemon juice and of! for 
an hour or so. It does add a fillup 
to the flavor!

Now eis the time to plan the re- 
serve garden, when seed planting 
is uppermost in the minds of ac- 
tive gardeners. In arranging this 
garden practically the only factor 
to be considered is that of height, 
the r varieties being placed so 
as not to shade or otherwise in- 
terfere with lower growing sorts. 
The séeds are planted in rows, and 
as they come up they must be 
thinned out and transplanted, each 
seedling. being spaced so as to de- 
velop a good blooming plant. 

Larkspur, snap-dragon and cos- 
mos are hardy annuals which give 
a wealth of bloom and can now 
be planted in the open. The lark- 
spur is so valuable as a cut flow- 
er that it is forced through the 


winter by florists, and will grow 


in our gardens with a minimum 
of care. Its tall spikes of dainty 
flowers, in lovely shades of blue, 
lilac, pink and white, are very sug- 
gestive of spring, lightening 1 
brightening any bouquet. White 
King, a new variety this year, 
from all accounts, is well worth 
planting. It has large double 
white flowers on long, stout stems 
which should make it valuable for 
cutting. 8 15

THE SNAPDRAGONS, blooming 


from midsummer on, are old favo- 
rites for home use. They come in 
many colors, including lovely pastel 
shades of pink and salmon as well 
as the darker rusts and reds. 

With the newer developments in 
cosmos you can count on having 
plenty of bloom before frost comes 
to cut them down. Sensation is a 
new early blooming sort which will 
flower in 10 weeks from séed and 
should be given plenty of space in 
the garden to spread. Like all the 
cosmos, its large single flowers of 
pink and white add a certain airi- 
ness and grace to the bouquet, 
when most of the daintier flowers 
are gone. 

The zinnia used to be planted for 
distant effect, its stiff stems and 
bizarre colors having little of deco- 
rative value, but now with the col- 
ors cleared up and any number of 
new shades developed, it is one of 
the stand-bys of the reserve garden. 
The giant zinnias, growing three 
feet high, have enormous flowers in 
fine shades, which make handsome 
hail decorations in dark pottery or 
brass containers. From this sort 
down to the dwarfs there are zin- 
nias of every size and shade. They 
have wonderful lasting qualities and 
are essential for the cutting list.

MARIGOLDS are a close second, 
and with the improved varieties 
you can get away from the strong 
weedy odor of the foliage. The 
carnafion-like yellow supreme should 
be in every garden. The dwarf 
French marigolds make charming 
flowers for dainty arrangements. 

The scabiosa is one of the most 
prolific flowers for cutting. It 
grows in almost any sunny location 
and has a long blooming season. 
The colors ‘range from white 
through ali shades of blue and pur- 
ple to almost black, also yellow and 
deep red. 

Poppies wilt so easily when cut 
that few people realize that they 
are serviceable in bouquets. If they 
are cut in the morning as the flow- 
ers are o and the stems 
burned, they will last a considerable 
time. There is nothing lovelier 
than a table arrangement of Shir- 
ley poppies in a silver bowl. 

African daisies, caliopsis, calendu- 
las and the tall growing types of 
ageratum are all good for cutting. 
The small flowered plants must not 
be forgotten, as miniature bouquets 
are very popular now, both in flower 
shows and in house decoration.

E HEAR altogether too much 

guff about beauty. As the es- 

timable W. Somerset Maugham 
says: “I do not know if others 
are like myself, but I am con- 
scious that I cannot contemplate 
beayty long. For me, no poet made 
a falser statement than Keats when 
he wrote the first line of ‘Endym- 
ion.’ When the thing of beauty 
has given me the magic of tits sen- 
sation my mind quickly wanders. 
People add other qualities to 
beauty—sublimity, human interest, 
tenderness, love—because beauty 
does not long content them. No 
one has ever been able to explain 
why the Doric temple of Paestum is 
more beautiful than a glass of cold 
beer except by bringing in consid- 
erations that have nothing to do 
with beauty. Beauty is that which 
satisfies the aesthetic instinct. But 
who wants to be satisfied? It is 
only to the dullard that enough is 
as good as a feast. Let us face 


it: beauty is a bit of a bore.” 


The tributes that are paid to 
beauty might often be paid with 
a lot more sound reason to ugli- 
ness. I am not being speciously 
paradoxical. What the great ma- 
jority of people regard as ugly is 
really, if only they pondered the 
matter a little, beautiful. It has, 
for example, always been my con- 
tention that the names of many dis- 
eases are at least twice as lovely 
as the names commonly given to 
girls and that the two might hap- 
pily, for the sake of beauty, be ex- 
changed.

Button Trimming 

EARL button trimming is 
P striking whether applied to

Attempts to grow vaccine on dead 
media, as we grow other germs, 
have all failed. And that is because 
we regard vaccinia as that new 
kind of a germ, a filterable virus, 
and filterable viruses grow only on 
living tissue.

THE USUAL animal tissue used 
to grow them is chicken embryo. 
They open up the shell of an egg 
that has been incubated a few days 
and grow the virus on that— the 
virus of the common cold, for in- 
stance. 

Neatest trick of the year has been 
that they have discarded the cald 
as a source of vaccine lymph and are 
now using the unborn chick. When 
an egg has been incubated for 
about 14 days, they cut a window 
in the egg with a carborundum 
disk, inoculate the embryonic mem- 
brane underneath and seal it up 
again with paraffin. .Four days 
later they open up one whole side 
of the egg and there is the vaccine. 
An egg is easier to handle than a 
calf, in cage you don’t know it. The 
whole process is perfectly sterile, 
The chick vaccine gives less reac- 
tion and produces just as much im- 
munity as the calf vaccine.

BRIGHTON, Illinois. 
T CANNOT be called 
defeat when Brigh- 
ton’s gallant warrior 
fell in the third week 
of March, third 
month of his last 
cam paign. Rather, 
his death seemed the 
sly and spiteful lash- 
ing out of his 
vanquished enemy, after the victory 
was already his. If he had no strength 


left to save himself, it was because he 


had spent it all driving the adversary 
from the bedsides of his people. For 
47 years John R. Ash had served in 
the thinning, too often tattered, but 
not too rarely glorious: ranks of that 


obscure battalion of life, the country 
doctors; in the last three months, 
single-handed, he had fought and con- 
quered an onslaught of influenza and 


pneumonia throughout his practice, 


and the only patient he lost. was him- 
self. 

Such is the tradition of the country 
doctor, a tradition that Dr. Ash was 
born to. His father came out to this

Proudly “young John” watched; 
and the beginning of that pride was 


that he dug into his father’s heavy 


texts and then went down to school in 
St. Louis to become the young Doc“; 
and the end of that pride was his con- 
quest of the influenza outbreak of 
early 1937 with one patient lost. 

He thought, with the grand ideas of 
youngsters out of school, that he'd be- 
come a great specialist, and indeed 
he had a start. After graduation 
from Beaumont Medical College he 
was selected assistant to Dr. H. W. 
Loeb, later dean of St. Louis Univer- 
sity School, at the Grand Avenue 
Free Dispensary. But he wearied of 


treating isolated ears and noses and 


throats; he remembered the hills and 
the wide prairies here above Alton, 


‘and he remembered his pride in the 


faith of the Doctor’s people where a 


‘doctor had his own people, and so, be- 


fore the turn of the century, he came

1883 and 1889, at last is to be given 
his place alongside Billy the Kid, 
Geronimo, Wyatt Earp and other col- 
orful figures of Western territorial 
days. The Arizona Historic Memor- 
ials Association has decided to erect a 
monument to Reavis on one of the 
four corners of the 10,000,000-acre 
domain which he sought for 23 years 
to win for himself by skillfully and 
webbie forging a chain of land titles 

and a set of ancestors. : 
This prince of impostors, born in 


the early 1840s on a farm in Henry 


County, Missouri, lived in almost regal 
luxury during much of the time he so 
industriously devoted to perjury, 
forgery and subornation that was dis- 
closed only after the Government of 


the United States had spent $250,000 


and the taxpayers of Arizona and New 
Mexico territories as much more. 

So cunning was Reavis and so art- 
ful his fabrications that he duped 
some of the shrewdest men of that 
generation: He obtained money, in- 
fluence and services from such figures 
as Robert G. Ingersoll, the free think- 
er, Senator Roscoe Conkling, John W. 
Mackay, founder of the Postal Tele- 
graph Cable Company; Collis P. Hunt- 
ington and Charles Crocker, railroad 
magnates, and Colonel James Overton 
Broadhead, Congressman and diplo- 
mat. ; ; 

Not only did he doctor wills, royal 
papers and probate proceedings, but 
he faked a genealogical tree with 
branches extending back for 150 
years. With the skill of a novelist he 
carried his characters through the 
vicissitudes and changes of a century 
and a half. His ingenious corepiracy 
nearly secured the Government’s con- 
firmation of a principality four times 
as large as Connecticut. A doubtful 
tribute is paid him in the annual re- - 
port of the Department of Justice for 
1896, Attorney-General Harmon stat- 
ing: “The case is remarkable as prob- 
ably the greatest fraud ever attempted 
eee „ government in its own

at the age of 19 when he forged his 
discharge from the Confederate Army 
EE 

where he learned the Portuguese 
and Spanish languages, In 1866, at- 
tor a little more than a year in Brasil, 
he returned to the United States and 
bought work in St. Louis. He became, 
in succession, the driver of a mule- 
drawn trolley on the Olive street Une, 
a clerk in several clothing stores and 
a traveling salesman. Living almost 


penuriously, he saved his earnings and 
used them to dabble in real estate. 
In the course of his real estate deal- 
ings, Reavis met George M. Willing 
Ir., who asked him to help perfect 


the title to some land in the territory 


of Arizona. He showed Reavis a docu- 
ment purporting to be a grant made in 


1748 by the King of Spain to Don 


Miguel de Peralta de la Cordoba for 
1,800,000 acres. Another document, 
more or less authentic, was a deed for 
the aforesaid 1,300,000 acres by 
Miguel Peralta of San Diego, Califor- 
nia, to Willing. That was the origin 


of the notorious Peralta grant“ 


which Reavis was to enlarge to ney: 
000,000 acres. 

After some months of consultation 
and study, Reavis and Willing decided 
to go to Arizona and take steps to 
have the claim recognized by the Gov- 
ernment. The unfortunate Willing 
died within a few hours after arrival 
at Prescott under unexplained circum- 
stances that indicated he had been 
poisoned. Reavis, who had gone to 
San Francisco, recovered a deed that 
Willing had executed in blank a few 
years before to get himself out of a 
scrape.

Strange to say, Reavis aroused lit- 


tle enmity and was regarded by some 
as a sort of patriarch and conquering 


hero combined. Then, too, there were 
cases where he had shown mercy to 
widows and the poor. He was free 
and easy with his money. He made 
gifte wherever he went. In Guadala- 
jara, Mexico, he donated a $1500 altar 
cloth to a church. 

In the prime of his life, tall, well- 
built, of military carriage, wearing 


full beard and mustache, he was a 


striking figure. His deep-set blue eyes 
seemed to sparkle. He rode about 
with his wife and little twin sons in a 
coach and six, generally wearing a 
Spanish costume of purple velvet and 
a big sombrero looped with gold braid. 
To judge from a newspaper clipping 
of that day, his wife was equally strik- 
ing: “Her eyes are large and of dark- 
est hazel. A profusion of black and 
silken hair hangs when unbound, in a 
great mass below her waist. The deli- 
cate lines of her body and. her er- 
quisite grace tell of noble ancestry. 
She is of splendid physique, elastic 
step and a superb dancer. She is at 
home in the water or on a horse, an 
adept with rod, gun or lariat.”’ 
Nothing was too good for the 
Reavis family. They had suites re- 
served for them year in and year out 


at St. Louis, Washington and New 
York. They had country homes near 
New York and San Francisco. Bd 
Stokes, owner of the Hoffman House 
in New York and the man who killed 
his partner, Jim Fiske, the capitalist, 
refused to accept any money until 
Reavis should win his case. It wasn’t 
long before the bill at the Hoffman 
House exceeded $10,000. Three years 
after Reavis had filed the Peralta 
claim, Reavis took his family to Spain 
on business connected with the grant. 
Money hadn’t been coming fh so well 
lately, but it was easy for Reavis to 
get an allowance of $6500 a month 
from Mackay, the California million- 
aire.’ In Spain, Reavis and his wife 
were feted wherever they went. Mrs. 
Reavis was introduced to the Spanish 
Court as the fourth baroness in the il- 
lustrious Peralta line. 

But the clever Reavis had more to 
do than be feted. He had begun to 
fear that the Surveyor-General in 
Arizona, with whom he had had sev- 
eral conferences on the still unsettled.

HESE notes on 
American building 
are based on a trip of 
10,000 miles by car, 
most of it west of the 
‘Mississippi. The re- 
port is necessarily 
partial and incom- 
plete, but the method 
of observation made the impressions 
vivid. Driving a car is the best way to 
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see the United States. Automobiles 
are a national passion and the institu- 
tions of the country swing around 
their use. Building commences to 
come to the car instead of the reverse; 
indeed, building commences to grow 
right out of it. 


A trip across the continent using the 
highways replacing the old Santa Fe 
Trail will rapidly dispel the literary 
idea that this country is a series of 
dreadful Main streets. The variety 
characterizing past building in the dif- 
ferent sections is astonishing: it indi- 
cates a once vigorous capacity for 
adapting past experience to present 
need. The Georgian or Colonial man- 
sions of Virginia that formed the Eas- 
tern prelude to our Western trip fill a 
large space in accepted architectural 
history, but a small space on the vast 
continent, and are perhaps the most 


closely derivative from Europe. 


The highways pass into Pennsyl- 
vania, country with its charming field- 
stone houses and its superb naturaliza- 
tions of the German barn; through 
the Ohio River Valley, where the 
towns supply incredible instances of 
jig-saw gingerbread, but open into 
their characteristic elm-shaded brood- 
ing courthouse squares; through Mis- 
souri, with stately houses once more, 
akin to the’. Pennsylvania-German 
ones, but built of brick. If a side trip 
is taken it is necessary only to drive 
60 miles from, St.-Louis to Ste, Gene- 
vieve in order to encounter still intact 
a very different civilization and type 
of building brought not from England 
or Germany but from provincial 
France. Across the rolling golden 
wheat country of Kansas the ugly lit- 
tle towns bob up on the horizon regu- 
larly every nine or 10 miles, closing 
the perspective of the endless tele- 
phone lines; these towns have a sky

Such a bulk of indigenous or natur- 


alized past construction, some of it en- 


tirely unpublicized, should form a na- 
tional heritage already adequate to 
permit the nation to pass beyond ap- 
prenticeship abroad. Of the vast con- 
tinent iteelf, with its enormous topo- 
graphical regions and its changes of 
climate and color, the mere mention 
should suffice to indicate the unlimited 
nature of the architectural opportun- 
ty. a 

Across all this vitality and original- 
ity (arising in part from what passes 
for ignorance) there moves like 
a blight the more recent half century 
or so of eclecticism. This roused 
Montgomery Schuyler, at the turn of 
the century, to define American archi- 
tecture as the art of “covering one 
thing with another thing to imitate a 
third which, if it were genuine, would 
not be desirable.“ 

Eclecticism hae undergone its own 
evolution, It has passed from build- 
ings to periods to ideas. In its first 
phase it appropriated intact the Par- 
thenon, Mausoleum of Halicarnassos, 
Baths of Caracalla, and the like, be- 
cause the pioneers were homesick. 
The second phase appropriated not 
completed designs, but periods,“ 
with increasing purity. The third 
mingles a free reworking of period 
“motifs’’ with the appropriation from 
Europe not so much of designs as of 
guiding ideas, ideas usually 10 or 20 
years old; this third phase we call the 
“modernistic.”’ 


OR the sake of the record one 
might report the latest manifesta- 
tions of this phase. The large jobs 
worth mentioning that we saw on our 
way across were the Kansas City mu- 


nieipal auditorium and the Taylor Mu- 


seum at Colorado Springs (apart from 
the pride of the West, the Boulder 
Dam, and the San Francisco bridges).
